DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has ftilfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
intemational application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-15 and 17 are rejected xmder 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by U.S. Pat. No. 6,578,21 1 to Tharalson et al. (note especially Figures 1, 13 & 14; column 14, 
lines 37-45; and column 18, lines 49-63). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being impatentable over 
Tharalson et al. '211. Tharalson et al. '21 1 do not specifically disclose a condition wherein the 
height of the at least one ventilation panel (570) varies along its length. It would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice at the time the invention was made to provide the child 
containment structure of Tharalson et al. '211 with at least one ventilation panel having a height 
which varies along its length, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in 
the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

Response to Amendment 

5. Applicants' arguments on pages 7 and 8 of their amendment with respect to the claims 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Clapper etal. '756, DeHart et al. '174, DeHart et al. '213, Clapper et al. '191 and 
Tharalson et al. '264.
